Comptroller Murray Wants Law Mak-. 
ing Practice Criminal---Favors Full 
Publicity for National Banks. 


January 8.—Faults in 
the national banking laws were dis- 
cussed today before the house money 
trust committee by comptroller of the 
Currency Lawrence O. Murray. Mr. 
Murray spent more than three hours 
under examination by Samuel Unter- 
meyer, counsel for the committee, and 
agreed wit many of the criticisms of 
the national bank act advanced by 
Mr. Untermeyer. He asserted that the 
act as at present constituted was in- 
effective and inadequate. 

Mr. Murray furnished the committee 
such data from his office as President 
Taft haq directed him to supply, which, 
however, was but a small part of the 
information the committee asked the 
comptroller to furnish. 

The committee tomorrow will hear 
George F. Baker, of the First National 
bank of New York, who, Mr. Unter- 
meyer says, with James Stillman and 
J. P. Morgan, constitutes the trio of 
most powerful masters of finance in 
Wall street. The connection between 
these three men, the institutions in 
Which they are interested, and the 
funds wil} form the basis of Mr. 
Baker's examination. He arrived in 
Washington today with his counsel, 
Fisher A. Baker, former Senator John 
(, Spooner and several other attorneys. 

sLoans Made for Compensation. 

Mr. Murray condemned without res- 

ervation the practice, which he said 
was a growing evil, of directors or offi- 
cers of national banks accepting “per- 
sonal compensation from borrowers to 
whom the funds of the bank were 
loaned. He said that legislation should 
be passed providing for “criminal pros- 
ecltions”’ of the practice. 
He favored a provision of law which 
would prevent the stockholders of 
banks transferring their stock, on the 
verge of collapse of their banks, and 
algo indorsed a scheme to force banks 
to make public the list of securities 
held as assets by national banks. Pub- 
licity of lists of stockholders in na- 
tional banks, he said, would be benefi- 
cjal. 

Questioned by Mr. Untermeyer, Mr. 
Murray outlined the method of the ex- 
amination of national banks by his 
office, and asserted that, under. the 
present system, the inspection was “in- 
effective.” 

‘Tt is merely a superficial examina- 
tion, Is it not?” asked Mr. Untermeyer. 

“Yes, that is about all,”” replied the 
comptroller. 

The comptroller said there are about 
105 bank examiners to superintend the 
affairs of 7,500 banks. In reply to

MORE GEORGIA LAND 
IN FOREST RESERVE 


Purchase Is Made to Protect the 
Headwaters of the Savannah 
River. | 


Washington, January e«-—ror the 
protection of the Savannah river, tue 
national forest reservation commission 
today approved for purchase, under 
the Weeks law, 45,000 acres of land in 
Georgia and South Carolina, along the 
headwarter tributaries of the river. 
The Savannah, one of the important 
rivers of the south, is navigable for 
250 miles, but the geological survey 
made a report stating that nowhere 
in the southern Appalachian region {is 
the danger of erosion greater than ‘n 
the section where the lands for pur- 
chase He, and that the control of these 
iands was “important in protecting 
the flow o fthe river.” 

The commission expressed itself as 
pleased with today’s work because the 
land selected had to be bought from 
eighty-seven owners. It lies in Ra- 
bun county, Georgia, and Oconee coun- 
ty, South Carolina, on the south slope 
of the Blue Ridge. Permanent farm- 
ing in the region, it was said, was not 
possible, because after being cleared 
the lands erode violently. Due to the 
failure of agriculture fn the section, 
the population there is less than it 
was ten or twenty years ago. Nexgo- 
tiations will be carried on for the pur- 
chase of other lands tn the same sec- 
tion. 


POLICE IN TAXIS 
SCOUR CHICAGO 


Ten Officers, Armed With Ri- 
fles, Are Ordered to Get 
Motor Car Bandits. 


Chicago, January 8&.—Ten policemen, 
selected from the best marksmen on 
the force, tonight were armed with 
long rifles, placed in four taxicabs and 
instructed Ly Captain Halpin to sgour 
the city in search of holduv men of 
all descriptions. He especially warn- 
ed them to be on the lookout for mo- 
torcar bandits, but told them also to 
watch for perpetrators of petty rob- 
beries. 

The captain’s action followed his 
conviction that in. the four men ar- 
rested Sunday and Monday he had only 
one of the, automobile bandits.

$425, 000 Is Needed for the Improve- 
ment of City Streets, of Which 
Citizens Will Return $100,000. 


The need of $425,000 for the im- 
provement of the @ity’s streets and a 
policy of stopping the indiscriminate 
tearing up of streets were the two 
points stressed yesterday afternoon at 
the reorganization meeting of» the 
street improveraent committee of coun- 
il. 


It was Mayor Woodward who first 
Stated that he believed that one job 
ought to be finished before another 
was begun in order that several thor- 
oughfares might not be dug up and 
unpaved at the same time, incon- 
moding traffic while the attention of 
the department was turned to other 
Places, and all the members of the 
committee appeared to agree with him. 

Of the money shown to be needed 
by the estimate of the chief of con- 
struction, $100,000 is to be repaid by 
property cwners as it is used in lay- 
ing sidewalks and gutters. 

Chert and Stone Pavement. 

Fifty thousand dollars will be asked 
for with which to lay chert and stone 
pavement. This will mean $150,000 of 
work done, as the $50,000 will repre- 
sent the city’s one-third.

Dr. Wallace Radcliffe, an eminent Pres- 
byterian divine of Washington city, stood 
up the other day before a subcommittee of 
the United States senate and did a very 
unconventional thing—-for a minister. He 
told his auditors that he believed in fight- 
ing vice tooth and nail. But he also told 
them, with startling candor, that he did not 
believe the best means to that end lay in 
abolishing the restricted. district. 

One may or may not agree with the 
soundness of Dr. Radcliffe’s views. In 
Atlanta, for instance, we are trying the ex- 
periment of outright abolishment, and The 
Constitution has insisted that to abandon 
it before a thorough trial would be disas- 
trous. On that subject and without refer- 
ence to the wisdom of the policy, our views 
are unchanged. 

But, considering what stamina it re- 
quired for a preacher to publicly state opin- 
ions at diametrical variance with the over- 
whelming majority of his fellow clergymen, 
it is difficult to restrain admiration for the 
courage of Dr. Radcliffe. He might easily 
have compromised with conviction and con- 
science. He did neither. Intellectual brav- 
ery of this type is apt to largely solve the 
problem of empty church pews.

A paroled convict was talking to his pa- 
role officer one evening. They had started 
off on the subject of the value. of an educa- 
tion. “How long do you reckon it- will take 
me to learn anything?” asked the man who 
had but lately Jaid aside his stripes. “I ain’t 
had mucp of a chance. ‘My folks is all igno- 
rant. The fellows I used to run with don’t 
know nothin’ but meanness. All they ever 
talked about was how 
they could get along 
without workin’. Pa, he 
can’t read, never knew 
how. I don’t expect he 
cares any more, having 
got along so far with- 
‘outit. I want to be dif- 
ferent, though. . How 
long will it take me?’ 
Out of the young man’s 
face shone real desire. It 
is a pity the men who 
originally had ferreted 
him out as the perpetra- 
tor of a rather daring 
burglary could not have 
seen his face. When his 
petition for parole was 
up. and the Investigators

and even resented the investigator’s efforts 
as an interference with thelr work. 

He counts his parole officer as his. best 
friend; he shares with him all the secrets of 
his old life and the new; ne iooks to him in 
time of need, and patterns his course after 
the ideals this friend sets before him. Ina 
little less than two weeks they worked 
through Stevenson's Treasure Island, Abbott's 
Captain Kidd and Page's Old Gentleman of 
the Black Stock.

Sometimes the two talk of convict life. 
The parole officer can learn as much as he 
can teach. The following will give a better 
idea of the convict camp than those who ride 
by in their automobiles and casually glimpse 
the men as they bend to their tasks. The 
Picture comes from the lips of this paroled 
convict. ‘“‘There are all sorts of fellows in a 
camp. Some are there by hard luck; others 
don’t deserve anything better. There's John 
Chrisp, you was askin’ me about John is 
just a poor mountaineer. When he come to 
camp he couldn’t neither read, write nor fig- 
ger. Some of the boys taught him his letters 
of a Sunday. He was a good boy, and the 
warden took the “shacks” off of him before 
long. John never had no ma nor pa as he 
can remember, nor no folks. Sweét Gum was 
the first town he had ever been in before 
coming to the camp. He couldn’t git no work 
there on account of him not knowing nothin’ 
and just accidentially he fell in with a fel- 
low, who puts it up to John to break-in a 
store. Of course, John was just a fall guy. 
The smart one puts the job off on John and 
Skips, I wish you could git him out. 

“He is one sort. Then there’s others. 
Some don’t study nothing but about how 
they’s going to get even with their luck when 
they finish their time. You heard me tell 
you about ——. He showed us all a new 
way to short change. He even worked it on 
One of the convicts who used to sell the rest 
of us coca-cola. Then there’s others who are 
too slick, too. There’s all kinds. The pity 
is they have all td be shut up together, good 
and bad together. It don’t seem fair. It is 
so easy to get out of heart and give up tryin’ 
to come clean, when you don’t git any credit 
for it nohow: You listen to their schemes and 
lies, and you say to yourself: What's the 
use? 

“We was all caged together. Some even 
was disease® Once a week we had to take 
a bath, good and bad, well and diseased, in 
one tub, and the water wasn’t changed, eith- 
er. It was a regular fight to cet to it first.

WHO WROTE THE 
DECLARATION? 


There has always been a controversy as 
to who wrote the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. If any schoolboy were to be asked 
the question he would promptly respond with 
“Thomas Jefferson.” But a great many 
people who are no longer schoolboys believe 
it was written by another man and that 
Jefferson has for more than a century been 
falsely credited with the authorship. The 
mystery will never be cleared up, but after 
the statement of some of the facts the reader 
can form his own conclusion. 

In the inscription prepared by Thomas 
Jefferson for his tomb, he noted that he 
preferred to be remembered as the “Author 
of the Declaration of. Independence and of 
he Statute of Virginia for’ Religious Freedom, 
and Father of the University of Virginia.” 
Every one credits Thomas Jefferson with 
having been a man of the highest honor, and 
if he did not write the Declaration there are 
Very few who would doubt that to him 
belonged the honor of its inception. 

But the assumption that Jefferson un- 
aided wrote the great state paper, unequaled 
as it is in eloquence and dignity, is based 
upon weak evidence and it is noteworthy 
that he did not make a positive claim until 
after his eightieth year. 

Six months before the country received 
its Declaration of Independence an anony- 
mous pamphlet was published’ entitled 
“Common Sense.” Its succesS was unprece- 
dented. The copyright was assigned to the 
editions were issued was it accredited to 


colonies by the author, and not until several | 


Thomas Paine. From a literdry point of view 
it was one of the finest Productions in the 
English language. But. the author was not 
an aspirant for literary fame; but his sole 
aim was the achievement of American inde- 
pendence. 

Paine was a bosom friend of Benjamin 
FrankHn. “They were both very secretive 
men, and Franklin, who had induced Paine 
to come to America, knew that he could 
trust him. Franklin was a member of the 
committee to draft a declaration. The task 
was assigned to Jefferson and in a very 
few days it was completed. 

Franklin handed to Jefferson a draft 
already prepared by Paine, and assured him 
that he could trust the writer never to lay 
claim to its authorship. What could Jeffer- 
son do but use it? So with a few verbal 
changes he reported it, and it was adopted 
by congress, after striking out several pas- 
Sages more eloquent than any that remain. 
as, for instance, one ahout the slave trade. 

The adoption of this Deelaration placed 
Jefferson in an embarrassing position. . Not 
daring to say outright that he was its author, 
he studiously evaded that point whenever it 
became necessary to allude to the subject. 
But at last, when Franklin had been dead 
thirty-three years and Paine fourteen years. 
Jefferson ventured to claim what no one 
then disputed. It would never have done 
for him to name the rea] author, and who 
could be ‘harmed, he doubtless thought, by 
taking the credit to himself? But the science 
of criticism, like the spectrum‘analysis which 
reveals the composition of the stars, points 
unerringly to Thomas Paine as the only 
man who could indite that greatest of 
literary masterpieces, the Declaration of 
Independence. 

There are those naturally who differ with 
this opinion. “It has been frequently as- 
serted,’”’ says Appleton’s Encyclopaedia of 
American Biography, “that Paine was the 
author of the original draft of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, but the evidence of- 
fered is far from conclusive.” 

Another writer says: “Jefferson's style 
of writing was easy and graceful. Paine’s 
was forced, terse, pointed. The Declaration 
is couched far more in the latter style than 
in the former. Phrases and words dear to 
Paine are scattered broadcast through the 
document. The expression, ‘Nature and 
Nature’s God’ fits in with Paine’s favorite 
theory that God was to be found In Nature.” 

These arguments by men who have made a 
deep study of the matter leave the question 
still a mystery as to who wrote the Decla- 
ration of Independence.

Editor Constitution: Your article in last 
Sunday’s Constitution under the . heading, 
“Shall the People Rule?” has been read with 
much interest. Also the article by Hon. Grov- 
er C. Edmondson, of Quitman, Ga. on the need 
of a new constitution for Georgia, and your 
editorial comments on the same. 

Whether you so intended or not, your edi- 

torial is an excellent argument in favor of 
the “short ballot.” ' 
You contend that the people rule, always 
have ruled, and always will do so, but point 
out that the question of “How shall the peo- 
ple rule?” is the one of paramount impor- 
tance. This is the question that should en- 
gage the attention of all students of popular 
government. 

One sentence in your editorial is so ex- 
plicit and clear-cut that I desire to call spe- 
cial attention toit: “The chief considerations 
before the friends of popular institutions are 
how best to effectualize popular verdicts and 
how to secure the greatest efficiency un- 
der democratic rule.” 

Does our eighteenth century form of goVv- 
ernment do this? Are our methods of gov- 
ernment antiquated? Is our representative 
system as at present constituted the best 
that could be had? Would an initiative and 
referendum amendment added to our present 
system be an improvement? Are the votera 
of our state sufficiently intelligent to be 
placed in direct and complete control of their 
own governmental affairs? Do we need a 
brand-new constitution, or shall we “rebuild” 
our old machine, and use it a while longer? 
These and many other questions of equal im- 
portance are enlisting the attention of the 
intelligent voters of our commonwealth. 

But, after all, the question, “Shall the peo- 
ple rule?” is not so important as the question, 
“Shall the people think?” That is where the 
trouble comes. 

The onward movement of the years brings 
about new conditions, new ideas, new in- 
ventions. As time marches onward the af- 
fairs of mén move onward also. Old ideas 
and old methods of government, as well as 
old methods in private affairs, must give 
place to better ways. No man can succeed in 
business today who does not take advantage 
of modern méthods and modern improve- 
ments. Likewise our governmental methods 


should change as the years and times change. 
We should adopt our governmental ma-

chinery to the work the machine has to do. 
The work of governing this mighty nation 
today is vastly different from what it was in 
Yet our gov- 
ernmental machinery has been changed very 
little since the time of Washington. 

There are those who predict that our “old 
and unwieldy” plan of a governor and legis- 
lature of two chambers will be superseded by 
a commission. But whether this ever hap- 
pens or not, no person who has Kept abreast 
the times can doubt for a moment that we 
have entered upon a season of amendments, 
and change. 

Personally I do not favor a new const!- 
tution for Georgia at the present time. Let 
us wait a while—a Mttle while. We are get- 
ting on in Georgia pretty well with our pres- 
ent. organic law. We should add a few 
amendments (and more of this later) and 
then our “rebuilt” machine will answer every 
purpose for a number of years. This will 
save trouble and expense. Besides, we are 
not ready to enter upon the great task of 
writing a new organic law for our state. A 
season of agitation and education will first 
be needed. Let us wait and watch the ex- 
periments that are being tried, and that are 
going to be tried in the near future, in other 


states. We can profit by their experience.

It is no usSe to blame this bizarre 
fad altogether on the twentieth cen- 
tury woman, for it is really an inheri- 
tance from the nineteenth century, 
when women began to do things regu- 
larly that they only tried before in 
amateur theatricals or at fancy dress 
balls.

He claims that his wife deserted him 
a year ago, taking with her his boy, 
and that he came to Atlanta Wednes- 
day morning determined to regain the 
custody of the child, as he says his 
wife’s health is svch that she is not a 
proper custodian for the lad. He also 
blames her desertion of him on her 
continued jill health. His first act on 
arriving in Atlanta was to go to the 
Courtland street home, where he was 
refused. admission, and which resulted 
in the peace warrant being sworn out.

Mrs. Lynn claims to have done the 
shooting and has claimed it from the 
first, giving as her reason that Mr. 
Hightower insultéd her. Just a short 
‘time after the tragedy her husband 
was arrested, and at his commitment 
trial he was ordered held to await the 
action of the grand jury, which wil} 
meet on the fourth Monday tn Janu- 
ary 

At the hearing this afternoon some 
additional testimony was brought out. 
It developed that just a few days ago 
several reputable citizens, friends of 
| Mr. Hightower, went to the scene of 
‘the killing with Sheriff Flanders, and 
rehearsed the entire killing with the 
exception of actually firing the shots. 
The chgir in which Mr. Hightower sat 
was placed tn the position it occuple 
when the shooting occurred. One of 
the party took the position claimed by 
Mrs. Lynn during the shooting, while 
another stood behind the bed back of 
the chair and, reaching over, held a 
pistol close enough to the back of the 
sheriff's head to have shot him and 
left powder marks on his hair. A pho- 
tograph was taken of them in this 
position, while another photograph 
was taken of Sheriff Flanders, who lay 
on the floor in exactly the position 
in which Mr. Hightower’s body was 
found.

Twenty-five million 
amount fixed today by consensus vt 
opinion regarding the loss sustained 
by citrus fruit growers in the 
days’ freeze ending this morning. Earl 
G. Dozell, assistant general manager of 
the California Fruit Growers’ eX- 
change, said that accurate estimates of 
damage could not be made for several 
days, but $25,000,000 {s regarded as a 
conservative estimate. Other estimates 
run as high as $40,000,000. 

Oranges advanced 50 cents a box in 
the Los Angeles wholesale market to- 
day. This was a direct result of the 
freeze. Grapefruit went up 25 cents a 
box. 

Temperatuies around 30 degrees 
were expected in some sections of the 
citrus region’ again tonight, but the 
weather bureau assured growers that 
tomorrow morning would mark the end 
of the necessity of burning smudges 
in the groves. 

According to a statement by the Los 
Angeles chamber of commerc,., which 
concluded today a careful inquiry into 
the damage to the citrus crops, tne 
early estimates of loss were exag- 
gerated. 

“All expert opinions,” the statement 
says, “are to the effect that the actual 
damage will not be known for at least 
two weeks. Later examinations may 
show that not more than 30 per cent 
of the fruit had been materially in- 
jured.”’ | 

A report from Pomona tonight says 
that the growers there are more Op- 
timistic than heretofore, and probably 
50 per cent of the crop may be saved.

At a 
total cost of about $230,000 during the 
twenty-one months covered by the 
work of the commission, facts have 
been developed and recommendations 
have been made, that if followed up 
will result in savings of millions of 
dollars each year. This has beén done 
under the handicap of inadequ..te 
funds and uncertainty of continuation 
which interfered with the making of 
plans which could ~-»t be completely 
executed within a few months. It 
would be very much to the advantage 
of the administration if the president 
were authorized to spend whatever 
amount he may deem to be necessary 
within the next two years, the only 
eondition attached being that he ren- 
der an account of expenditures.” 

Referring to the fact that it has 
not been possible for the commission 
to make final detailed reports on 
more than a few of the hundreds of 
offices in Washington, the president 
says the reports submitted will serve 
to illustrate

vestigation 
procedure. 

‘Tt is further to be noted,” con- 
tinued the president, “that the offices 
which have been reported on are those 
which have been frequently under 
scrutiny. From what is known of the 
offices outside of Washington it is 
thought that it is in this field that 
the largest oportunties for economy 
will be found. 

“As illustrating the relative im- 
portance of service outside of Wash- 
ington, it is of interest to note that 
the cost of clerk hire at the New York 
postoffice alone is more than that in- 
curred in the departments of war, 
navy, state, justice and commerce and 
labor at Washington; that in the cus- 
tom house at New York the cost of 
clerk hire is greater than in any one 
department at Washington.” 

The report of the commission con- 
tains a description of 110 subjects, the 
result of twenty-one months of work.
